The m ment they begin to consume as usual, the price 
will rise, ‘The remedy which they apply is temporary; 
the moment it ceases to be applied, the evil will recur 


Ant while they are not eating themselves, they enable 
others ti eat more. Any tall in price will naturally 
» out any artificial stimulus—without any public 
meelUngs or long speeches—produce an increase of con- 
sumption. And not only would this remedy be effectual, 
it would be pernicious, for it would prolong the dura- 
tion of the evil. Thescarcity which causes the dear- 
ness of food is an vil, bat when food is scarce it is 
desirable that it should be dear. A high price is a na- 
tural remedy which is efficacious in two ways. It 
naturally limits consumption. Moreover, a high price 
is the only sure source of an augmented supply. So 
long as meat is cheap, no one will endeavour to get us 
more meat. There is no motive for doing so. While 
the price is high, the breeder and the grazier will get 
wh for that which they bring to market; they will 
cideavour to augment the supply as much as they can, 
andasfastastheycan. Uutas soon as meat becomes 
cheep, the extra profit which should stimulate these 
persons to unusual exertions will cease, and their efforts 
‘ill inevitably be slackened. The legitimate gratuity 
for the unusual labour requisite to remedy an insufficient 
supply isa high price, and the supply will never become 
sufficient till there is a high price. There are some pe- 
cullar circumstances in the present dearness of meat 
which make this doctrine especially important. That 
dearness is, no doubt, in part caused by the recent high 
price of fodder, bat it appears t hat the supply of animal 
food has for some time past tended to fall short of the 
femand for it. The consumption of the country is in- 
creasing with singular rapidity, and the number of 
suimais fit forfood is not augmenting with the same 
rapidity, Moreover, it appears that the animals now 
brought to market are not, one with another, so suitable 
‘or human food as similar animals were formerly. They 
are younger and they are fatter; in consequence of 
their age they are lighter than they used to be; there 
6 less of them altogetber ; and from the great propor- 
ton of fatty matter, a much greater part than formerly 
goes to the tallow chandler. From the combination of 
these catises, the supply of meat for some time past

Everything 
has been post poned. for the sake of a bill which was 
scouted on the second reading by the Ministerialists 
themselves, and ultimately abandoned by the Minister 
who had framed and introduced it, The credit of the 
Ministry has collapsed, and any one thinks himself at 
liberty to place itor leave it in a minority. Its exis- 
tence is a matter of no concern save to those who enjoy 
or t dflice under it. Had the same number of de- 
feats undergone by a Conservative Administration, 
there would have been a chorus of jubilant invective 
raised by the many-mouthed press of the Liberal party. 
This very week the Ministry, on proposing to reverse 
a decision of their predecessors in office, sus- 
tained a notable defeat. They deliberately raised 
the question, and invited a trial of strength, and 
the result was an approval by the House of 
the views of General Peel, and a condemnation of Mr. 
Sidney Herberi’s pro On the great question of 
Reform—the trump-card of every Liberal Ministry— 
the result was virtually the same. The Ministry gave 
up the bill rather than venture an appeal to the votes 
the House; and the drift of opinion in the debates 
showed an unmistakeable preference tor the principle bf 
the ative measure of last year over that of the 
“ little Bill” which expired ‘last month, to the great re- 
lief even of its parents. What wonder, then, that the 
Ministry should have lost the confidence and control 
of the House? They have no longer confidence even 
themsel. . Their house is divided against itself, 
and it is a disunion which does not inspire sympathy or re- 
gret in the public, but indifference or contempt. Neither 
can appeal in any way to the national sympa- 
thies. Neither has the element of independent vitality 
and success. The Whigs have bartered their patriotism 
and abnegated their wisdom to conciliate the Manchester 
party ; and the latter party are daily growing more un- 
popular. It is simply a coalition squabble—ia which 
the Whigs, for the sake of retaining office, shirk the 
fulfilment of their pledges to the Radicals ; while the 
Radicals, to whom the grapes of office are too inaccessi- 
ble to appear sweet, are indignant at the place-seeking 
defection of their more fortunate allies. The Cabinet 
have failed, and they will soon fall : their very white- 
bait dinner—if they have one—will be something of a 
funeral feast. 7 
The Conservative party, after a single year's exclu- 
sion from office, have again the ball at their foot. 
Every month will necessarily widen the breach between 
and Radical, and every month may reasonably 
be expected to consolidate the strength and augment 
the numibers of the Conservative party. The feeling of 
the country is Conservative—it remains for the leaders 
of the party, by a definite and patriotic policy, to con- 
vert that abstract sentiment into a personal support. 
Even on the subject of Reform, they stand on a vantage- 
ground. They have shown no prejudiced opposition to 
electoral reform, but they maintain that, if any such 
be made, it ought to proceed on the principle 
of a iminating suffrage. It is not numbers that 
they fear, but unfitness ; whereas their rivals have 
alienated the confidence of the country by proposing 
simply to degrade the franchise, and to alter the Con- 
stitution for the sake of adding a certain theoretical 
number, so many hundred thousands, to the constituen- 
cies. As regards the National Church the Conser. 
vatives occupy a still more advantageous ground, 
compared with their adversaries. The Liberal Minis- 
ters this session have openly arrayed themselves against 
the Church—most unfortunately for them, at the very 
time that public feeling was turning decisively in its 
favour. ‘The Church party has long been culpably, and 
well-nigh fatally, indifferent in politics; but if it do not 
now learn to distinguish between friend and foe, and 
to support its defenders with energy, it will have itself 
to blame for whatever disasters may ensue to the cause 
of religion.

But which party in 
the State, we ask, has peculiarly associated itself with 
the question of the National Defences ? ls it the Man- 
chester party, who sneer with Mr. Bright at the Volun- 
teers, or eulogise with him the military despot of France?

We do not need to answer those questions in the nega- 
tive. The country knows it has to thank the Conserva- 
tive Administration of Lord Derby for inaugurating 
every one of the great measures of defence upon the 
adoption of which the nation now congratulates itgelf, It 
has not forgotten that it was the Conservative Government 


of 1852 that organised the Militia. It does not need to 


be reminded that it was upon the advice of the Conser- 
vative Government of 1858 that her Majesty drew the 
attention of Parliament to the necessity of “ recon- 
structing the British Fleet, and that it is to the energy 
of that Government we owe the possession of a Channel 
Squadron. Still less has the country forgotten that it 
is to the same Governnient that we owe the splendid and 
truly British force of the Volunteers. 

These are noble legacies of past foresight and 
statesmanship. The reward will come—tardily it 
may be, but surely. Consevatism is on the flow. 
The party which it is our privilege to sup- 

have no longer to swim against the tide ; 
the current is wich them. It only remains for 
their helmsmen to steer well. The demonstration a 
week ago shows that there is ample energy and spirit in 
the party if these be well directed. That demonstration 
owed none of its success to special influence. It origi- 
nated with the rank and file of the party, and its 
success was a tribute to their own heartiness and 
energy. Sir John Pakington, Lord John Manners, 
Mr. Whiteside, and General Peel, were the 
Guiy official men of the party present; but most wor- 
thily did they represent their absent colleagues of the Jate 
Ministry. The speech ot Sir John Pakington especially; 
was most worthy of the theme and the occasion, and the 
enthusiasm with which it was received was a tribute 
not merely to the justness of the sentiments, but to the 
effective eloquence of the speaker. We can honestly 
congratulate the Conservative party upon their present 
unite dness and good heart—qualities all the more pro- 
mising of success that they find no counterpart in the 
condition of their antagonists.

Villages have been attacked and 
burnt down, the silk crop of cocoons destroyed, and 
men, women, and children have been cut down, 
In all this work of devastation and slaughter, 
the transacting parties have been the. Druses, 
and the victims the Maronite Christians. And 
so little has the power of the Government been 
extended in defence of the public peace, and for 
the tion of the Christians, that the Turks have, 
on contrary, either by covert or open dealing, done 
their best to favour the cause of the Druses. This is 
intolerable, and whatever feelings of sympathy we may 
have with the well-meaning Sovereign of the Ottoman 
yet the interests of civilisation and humanity 
demand that a stop shall be put to this disgraceful state 
of things.

If this Pepart be correct, the cause of the Christians 
may be regarded as hopeless, and there is but too much 
ground for believing that a general massacre awaits 
them. “The whole of Syria,” says the letter from 
which we quote, from Alleppo to Gaza, is in a state 
of the greatest commotion and alarm. The Turkish 
authorities look on que? while the work of destruc- 
tion goes forward, and when called upon by the Eu- | 
ropean Consuls to interfere and put a stop to the 
war, they make promises, but do nothing, They 
finally declare that they have not sufficient ' 
If so, it is high time that the European Powers 
should interfere to rescue one of the finest and 
most flourishing provinces of the empire, from the mis- 
rule under which it has so long su from the 
utter destruction now impend over it.“ It is, cer- 
tainly, time that the Western Powers should insist on 
that protection which they have claimed on behalf of 
the Christian subjects of the Porte; and that it should 
be no longer in the power of a Turkish garrison to defy 
the opinion of Europe and the commands of its own 
Government. But the subject has pot as yet attracted 
the attention it deserves. And the House of Commons 
seems much more intent on squabbling about privileges, 
which do not belong to it, than in vindicating the cause 
of civilisation and. humanity. 


HISTORICAL AND LITERARY SOCTETY. 

The concluding meeting of this society for the session 
1859-60 was held at the Society’s Rooms, Upper Sack ville- 
street, on the evening of Friday last, the 6th inst,

The chair was occupied by 
Perer Bartow, Esq., Barrister-at-Law, Vice-President. 

The Honorary Secretary (Mr. Daly) read a report from 
the committee of management, from which it — 
that the society is in a flourishing condition, and that 
both in regard to the character of the proceedings, and 
attendances of the members, the past sessions [ 1859-60 ] 
has been most successful and satisfactory. It also 
appeared from the report that the meetings of the 
society during the sessions were attendgd by over 700 
persons. 

An address was then delivered by Richard W. 
Gamble, Esq., Barrister (honorary member.) In 
this addreas, which was an able and elaborate 
pape. Mr. Gamble entered upon a review of the 
past history of the society, and showed the great 
advantages which it has conferred upon its members. 
He i cferred at some length to the uses geaerally of such 
institutions, as cultivating a taste for literary pursuits, 
and of creating a spirit of inquiry into questioas of a 
political and social cliaracter. He brought forward 
some interesting particulars respecting the career in 
life of men who have risen to eminence through their 
own exertions, and who owed much of their success to 
their connection in early life with societies ot this char- 
acter. The address was listened to with great attention, 
aod was frequently applauded by a crowded meeting. 

Mr. R. Hartford proposed that the best thanks of the 
members are due, and are hereby given, to Mr. Gamble, 
for his eloquent and instructive address, 

Mr. W. Daly, in seconding the resolution, referred to 
the services rendered to the institution, on this and 
former occasions, by Mr. Gamble, and pointed out thé 
exertions made by him on behalf of the society during 
the = he filled the office of honorary secretary. 
He also referred to the very able and eloquent addresscs 
delivered at former meetings by Mr. Gamble, and con- 
cluded by observing upon the ability and research 
1 in the paper read on this evening. 

Mr. R. Fulton Clokey proposed a vote of thanks to 
the president and vice-presidents of the society, for 
their personal exertions on behalf of the institution. 

Mr. Clokey drew attention to the great benefits which 
the society derived from the services rendered by these 
gentiemen, and especially of those who attended its 
meetings, and observed that, having been for some years 
honorary secretary, he was able to testity as to the great 
value of these services. 

Mr. J. C. Taylor, in an eloquent speech, seconded this 
resolution. 

Doctor Shaw, F. T. C. D., replied to this vote, and ex- 
pressed the pleasure he had derived from attending the 
society's meetings. He complimented the society upon 
the character of its proceedings, and upon the position 
to which it had attained, and expressed his in- 
tention of continuing to aid the institation by every 
means within his power. He referred to the address of 
Mr. Gamble, which, he said, was an interesting and 
able one. Some portions of the address might, how- 
ever, in his opinion, be calculated to cause offence to 
some of the gentlemen connected with the society 
whose views on political and religious matters did not 
quite accord with those held by himself and Mr. Gamble. 
These passages, although not less able or interest- 
ing than the other portions uí the paper, might, 
therefore, have been better omitted. Doctor Shaw fur- 
ther observed upon the nevessity for a punctual attend. 
ance by the members at the meetings, and showed how 
much value would be derived trom strict attention to 
this point. The friends of the society would more ap- 
preciate its proceedings, and would more largely attend 
the meetings, if the members were invariably punctual 
in the commencement of all their proceedings. Having 
made some further observations upon the great value 
of such institutions, Doctor Shaw resumed his seat amid 
loud applause. ' 

H. IL Stewart, Esq., M.ii.I. A.,also addressed the meet- 
ing in reply to the resolution, and expressed the warm 
interest he took in the affairs of the society. 

Mr. Wallace Hartford proposed a resolution expressing 
the thanks of the members to the honorary secretaries 
and managing committee for their services during the 
past and former sessions. Mr. Hartford warmly eulo- 
gised the efficiency with which the affairs of the society 
were conducted, and attributed the successful position 
to which it had attained mainly to the exertions made 
by these gentlemen, 

Mr. Gamble seconded this resolution in a brief address. 

Mr. J. A. Maxwell proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Barlow, the chairman of the meeting. 

The Chairman", in replying to this vote, referred to the 
very interesting and instructive character pf the pro- 
ceedings of the evening, and stated that he believed the 
society was peculiarly suited to accomplish the objects 
for which it was founded. He referred to the very suc- 
cessful manner in which the basiness of the society was 
conducted during the past session, and to the very sa- 
tisfactory position of the society 's aflairs, and concluded 
by stating his desfre for the continued success of the 
institution. 

The session was then formally declared closed, and the 
meeting adjourned.

To assist in the education of the poor is our high pri- 
vilegejand bounden duty. 

As members of the National Church, it is more espe- 
cially our duty. i 

No system of education deserves to be so called in 
which there is not provision made for the instruction of 
the scholars in those Holy Scriptures which are able to 
make] wise uato salvation, through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

And no parish clergyman can have full satisfaction 
and comfort in his work, unless he have as well a 
parith school to superintend and govern, as a parish 
church in which to preach the Word, and minister the 
sacraments of the Gospel. 

The Church Education Society for Ireland was estab- 

lished in the year 1839, for the purpose of assisting those 

schools throughout the country in which the Holy Scrip- 
tures were read daily by all the children capable of read- 
ing. 

By this fundamental rule, the society is honourably 

distinguished from other educational societies which have 

no such rule; and on this account it seems to have a pre- 
eminent claim upon the syinpathies of all friends of 

Scriptural education. 

‘By most of the supporters of the society it is consi- 
dered that to consent to conduct a parish school on any 
more tolerant principle than this would be a positive 
abandonment of duty. Many of the clergy of this diocese 
have long thought otherwise. While carrying on their 
schools in accordance with the rules of the Irish Church 
Education Society, they have been fully persuaded that, 
if cireumstanees should appear to render it. desirable, 
they would be doing no wrong in permitting certain 
children to avail themselves of the general advantages 
of their schools, who unhappily might be unwilling or 
forbidden to receive any special Scriptural or distine- 
Lively religious instruction at their hands.

REPORT OF THE YEAR 1859 OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS OF NATIONAL EDUCATION LN IRE- 
LAND. 

We subjoin the principal passages from this document :— 
TO His EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK BAKL 
OF CARLISLE, K.G., &0., &. 

May it please your Excellency,—We, the Commissioners 
of National Education in Ireland, submit to your Excellency 
this our twenty-sixth report. On the 3ist of December, 
1858, we had 6,408 schools in operation. which had on their 
rolls, for the year ended that date, 803,610 children, with an 
average daily attendance for the same period 266.091 
children. At the close of the year 1859 the number of 
schools in operation was 5,496, being an increase in the 
scohols in operation of 88 for the year 1859, as compared with 
the year 1858. The average daily attendance of children for the 
same period was 269,203, and the average number of children 
on the rolls for the year was 519,175, while the total num- 
ber of distinet children at any time on the rolls, for the year, 
was 806,610.” There is thus an increase in the total daily 
average attendance for the year 1859, as compare with the 
year 1858, of 3.112. We have made grants, at various times, 
amounting to 47,45 6+. 2d. towards the erection of 44 ordi- 
nary National School-bouses, bot yet opened, which will con - 
tain in the whole 59 rate school-rooms. la addition to 
the erdinary National Schools not yet built, there are also in 
course of erection 8 model school-houses of various kinds. 
containing in the whole 23 school-rooms. When these 52 
buildings shall have been completed, they will afford accom- 
mod at ion to 7,745 additional children. Of the above 44 te, 
for the erection of ordinary school houses, II were awarded 
during the year 185¥, involving liabilities to the amount of 
£2,110 5s. d. The number of schools struck off, during the 
year 1859, was 10}, of which 91 had been previously in opera- 
tion, and 5 had been suspended the remaining 9 were simply 
cases in which grants for building had, from time to time, 
been awarded, bat for various reasons have now been can-
